that Bradley declared, at I Im* Eagle­ 
ton bom**, In response to tile ques­ 
tion. what lf It had been his church, 
ii. it hi* im*tor (the Catholic priest) 
did not mix up in the wet and dry 
fight.

Wagonhouxer,

hatcher, testified for the prosecution, 
stating th at Bradley had accused him 
of telling that he 
(Brad!* • 
had 
dynamited the church, aa accusation 
that 
was false. 
Bradley 
then told 
him,

anything was said about the matter, 
to rem em ber tha* he had been with 
him during that evening, but Wagon- 
houser could not remember anything 
of the kind, as he knew this was not 
true 
When the dynamiting was investi­ 
gated, Bradley wa* sick. 
He wrote 
to Mr*. Nichols, telling her to testify 
that he and Thomas Fahey had been 
at he rhotne to ge* some fishing lines 
stud h id gone turtle 
hunting 
that 
night, which fact* wen* not true, ac­ 
cording to the witness, 
This wa* the 
only 
instance in 
which Fahey wa* brought into the 
caste, and under the circumstances he 
was relented from the Salem jail.
